The  llan-oower  Branch  will  be  relatively  snail.     It  will  coor)eratc  with  the 
branches  in  develo'oing  uniform  ■:)olicy  and  establishing  overall  recorxnonda- 
tions  to  the  Secretary  on  the  follov/ing  -oroblems: 

1,    Classification    of  eu-oioycos  in  food  r)rocessing  and  distribution 


2,    Deferments  and  deferment  "oolicy  "for  such  ei.:"oloycos 


3,    Assisting  in  obtaining  an  adequate  suoT-ily  of  labor  in  this  field 

The  Branch  v/ill  operate  through  two  nain  di^/isions:  (a)  Seasonal  and  non- 
soasonal  enroloyoes  in  T)lants  that  are  othervdse  seasonal,  (b)  non—scasonal 
cmoloyces. 


Each  branch  chief  is  requested  to  designate  immediately  one  raonoor  of,  his 
staff  Tvho  will  be  rosDonsible  for  bringing  together  nianpuwer  probleiiis  in  his 
branch  and  acting  as  the  liaison  rionbor  '-ith  the  IvIanr)or'er  Branch.  CorxiOdit^/' 
branches  should  immodiatoly  notify  Mr.  Lieyor  of  the  liaison  ro-orcsontativo 
for  their  res"oective  brajichcs.
